through twice; once skimming, and a sec- 
ond slow perusal. A most excellent effort! 

On the June issue, | agree with Ellis Lea 
with regard to classing shooters. Give 
someone a full year (10 matches?) as a 
rookie, then class as a “B” shooter until he 
scores enough points to move up to the “A” 
team. 

Consider this points program: 
At each match you attend, you can get 
points towards an “A” or expert license/ 
rating thusly: 


TOP: ZOWFMISN: 6:0 cise err eden noma 1 point 
(must have 20 other shooters) 
TOp VOMINISH exces oad thou cy es 1% points 


(must have 20 other shooters 
or only 1 point) 


Allow a “B” shooter to score points with. 1 
gun per match ONLY. 


Another possibility is using score shoot- 
ing with factory rifles as a training ground. 
Any heavy barrel FACTORY repeater with 
the only permitted work a trigger-job and pil- 
lar bedding. Or go ahead and shoot group 
with a factor for caliber. Take group size 
and subtract one caliber difference. i.e. .308 
gets to cut .084* more off his agg. over 
a .224 shooter. 12x scope to help older 
eyes.

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THE ZORTMAN PRAIRIE DOG WAR 


Dear Dave, 

The Old Fart and | revisited Zortman, 
Montana for another go at the prairie dog 
battles the week following Memorial Day. 
The trip up was considerably faster since 
we weren't dragging a camper and only de- 
layed a short period while the Old Fart tried 
to talk his way out of a speeding ticket, tono 
avail. At least the officer was nice about it. 
We bunked in one of the cabins rented by 
the Buckhorn Store and tried to slip in unno- 
ticed by the local residents just in case any 
of them were readers of Precision Shooting 
and were sore over the last article. Howev- 
er, Kelly was wearing his Old Fart hat and 
we were immediately spotted as we were 
wandering by the motel. | was very nervous 
and ready to run instantly but it turned out 
that the guy was a prairie dog hunter from 
California. Seems he and his two buddies 
were readers and thus decided to come to 
Zortman to see what the wars were all 
about. They were all very likable and above 
average intelligence (after all, they did man- 
age to find Zortman on a map).

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stuff — usually you can go in it but you can’t 
stop and certainly can’t steer. As your tires 
accumulate mud the truck gets higher and 
higher off the ground and it sticks like glue 
— | spent seven bucks in quarters trying to 
wash it off my truck when | got home and still 
have mud stuck in the tire treads even after 
driving several hundred miles in the rain. 

We wandered along the roads trying to 
find a dog town close enough to shoot in 
without getting stuck. We found one and 
shot in it for awhile but the wind made the 
dogs very spooky and they would only stay 
in sight long enough for one shot and disap- 
pear. Which was no help at all, since a lot of 
Kentucky windage was a must. | was miss- 
ing by as much as 4 feet at 400 yards. At 
times the target was almost out of my 
scope. The only way we could hit much of 
anything was to shoot downwind. The prair- 
ie dogs soon wised up and disappeared into 
their burrows. Which only makes sense be- 
cause | would too if someone took a shot at 
me everytime | stuck my nose out the front 
door. 

We came across another hunter standing 
by his truck alongside the road who was 
looking forlorn and lost. Turned out he 
wasn't lost, just forlorn as he couldn't get off 
the road either without fear of getting stuck. 
After some discussion we decided to team 
up and venture off the road with both vehi- 
cles — at leastif we both got stuck we could 
keep each other company. Bravery has its 
rewards and we got into a dog town without 
either of us getting stuck. This guy’s name 
was Bud Decker, from Washington state 
and he knew of a town that wasn’t on the 
map. It was a good one too, and allowed us 
to shoot several hundred yards in any direc- 
tion, except a herd of cows were on one hill- 
side and would not relinquish possession 
even though we tried mightily to chase them 
off. 

We shot a considerable number of prairie 
dogs here, even though a large percentage 
were young ones. The older ones know 
when to come in out of the rain, whichis why 
the prairie dogs always win the wars | 
guess. | shot the big gun and the 6MM most- 
ly, even shot the Jaybird awhile in spite of 
the incredible amount of windage neces- 
sary at the longer ranges. Joe Kelly shot his 
6MM Improved and took a few close range 
shots with the 22-250 at some foolish 
youngsters. His 257 Ackley remained 
unbloodied — the scope crosshairs did not 
survive the trip and lay in a heap at the bot- 
tom of the scope. Stuff happens. 

Bud’s normal style of hunting was to walk 
the dog towns and shoot prone with a Harris

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bipod. We persuaded him to try shooting off 
the portable bench using the front pedestal 
rest and rear bag. Bud was shooting, 
among other guns, a Ruger M77 in 25/06. 
He was using Nosler 100 gr. Balistic-tips. 
These heavy bullets were quite impressive 
on prairie dogs and only drifted in the wind 
about half as much as the 80-85 gr. 6MM’s 
we were using. Goes to show that there is 
something to the notion of heavy bullets not 
drifting as much in the wind in spite of what 
our carefully calculated computer trajectory 
tables would indicate. Bud quickly caught 
on to the tricks of long range shooting and 
made several kills at distances to 500 yards. 
| think he may soon be building a new rifle 
after he gets back home. All in all | think it 
cost me over 300 bucks to win a new con- 
vert to long range shooting — now | have to 
order a new barrel in a 9” twist so | can 
shoot the 105 gr. Bergers. 

| used the 80 gr. Bergers in the big gun ex- 
clusively and can report that they work very 


wellon prairie dogs at all ranges. In the 6MM. 


| used the Sierra 85 gr. BTHP which never 
fail to impress me with their effectiveness 
even though other bullets may be more ac- 
curate. The Old Fart stuck with the Speer 
85 gr. BTSP’s which buck the wind well but 
do not always open up reliably. 

In between showers we searched out 
some other dog towns. Though others may 
differ there seems to be plenty of dog towns 
that have been shot in very little. It just takes 
a bit of searching — those easy to get to see

a lot of hunting pressure and some hunters 
never look any further. There are many dog 
towns that don’t appear on the maps. We 
found some just by asking ranchers. The In- 
dian Reservation has a lot of good shooting 
but they are now charging $20 a day to 
shoot which many people feel is a little 
steep, including us. 

| have to report that no new long range re- 
cords were set on this hunt. Due to the high 
winds the most spectacular things that oc- 
curred were our misses. My brain is not ac- 
customed to taking 3 foot holdoffs for wind- 
age. Does nothing for my group sizes either. 
Since we carry an electronic wind meter 
with us and were able to get accurate 
readouts | am able to compare the compu- 
terized trajectory with what was happening 
at the ranges we were shooting at. Some- 
thing was not quite right — the bullets were 
generally blown off course far more than 
they should have been. Dan Lilja explained 
rather thoroughly, in the March issue, that 
published ballistic coefficients are pretty 
much useless at long range and must be 
tested at different chronographed velocities 


to determine the true ballistic coefficients, in 
order to calculate a long range trajectory. 
My own tests confirm this. | also suspect 
that the wind drift tables do not work for all 
bullet shapes. My guess is that cross winds 
which push the bullet off course have more 
or less effect depending on the bullet 
shape, not necessarily the ballistic coeffi- 
cient. This of course is just my opinion 
based on a few observations and needs 
some testing. Maybe someone else has 
done some experimenting and can offer evi- 
dence one way or another. One of my more 
irksome habits is to occasionally question 
some of those things we all accept as fact.

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The “MARKLE” Priming Tool Deluxe 


When Ken Markle of K&M Services 
looked around the benchrest scene and 
found that only one priming tool was avail- 
able for the straight line seating of primers 
his design inquisitiveness and skills were 
motivated. 

The result some months later may well be 
one of the finest tools yet available to the ac- 
curacy oriented shooter. Several criteria 
presented themselves to Markle. The “Cul- 
ver” principle for holding the case in a 
straight in-line position during the actual 
priming was the foundation on which the 
tool must begin. The principle required that 
the case be propelled upward in the priming 
tool by a spring loaded sleeve and held 
squarely while the inside precision ground 
priming punch seats the primer “in line”. 

Such must be the feel that in a properly 
prepared primer pocket one can precisely 
feel the primer seat in the bottom of the 
primer pocket and cease pressure instantly. 
It is best if the Whitetail MatchPrep tool is 
used to ream the primer pockets safely 
square and to Sammi specs. before seating 
the first primers. The design trick of the 
priming tool has the hinge assembly and 
pivot point of the tool located in such a man- 
ner as to make the “feel” function smoothly 
detectable. The mechanical advantage and 
structure of conventional loading presses is 
just too powerful and crude to permit the

delicate “feel” required and the leverage of 
these powerful presses is such that one 
could not stop the pressure prior to com- 
pression even if it were detected. 

In researching this product Markle built a 
unique primer measuring device which 
when attached to the prime tool located the 
exact “zero” bottom of the primer pocket, 
measured thickness height of each primer 
and then read the actual amount of com- 
pression that had been exerted on the prim- 
er during the seating process. 

At this point | contacted the friendly, help- 
ful Federal Cartridge Co. people and re- 
ceived a report back from them that Federal 
primers have a “basic lead stiffnate” which 
does not require compression for the proper 
firing and ignition of the primer. A compres- 
sion of .003” is considered an absolute 
maximum with compression of .001” the 
working maximum recommended. This 
sent Markle back to the drawing board for 
several design changes which have result- 
ed in a tool which will seat by “feel” and 
maintain a compression of the primer be- 
tween .000” and .001” with an average of 
.0005” compression. The shape of the prim- 
ing handle (lever) was changed, the pivot 
point moved for better mechanical advan- 
tage and a hardened dowel used at the pivot 
point to alleviate any spongy feel when the 
primer is seated. Now one can readily tell

when the primer bottoms and stop the pres- 
sure instantly at that point. 

Other tools on the market will not permit 
staying within the prescribed range consist- 
ently. (The Federal people pointed out that 
their figures apply strictly to the Federal 
product and not necessarily to other brands 
of primers.) 

The priming tool is slightly larger than the 
older Lee Grey converted priming tool that is 
no longer available. Unlike others on the 
market The K&M has a comfortable feel in 
the hand, is made of steel and is commercial 
blackened which helps prevent rust from 
the hand perspiration. The tool uses unal- 
tered shell holders from the Lee Autoprime 
tool that are both inexpensive and readily 
available. Unlike some other tools the prim- 
ing head does not have to be locked in posi- 
tion before priming, a procedure which 
slows the operation needlessly. The outer 
sleeve spring pressure holds the shell hold- 
er in line at all times. The shell holder hous- 
ing adjusts by screwing in and out with a 
very fine thread that lets alignment of the 
shell holder opening face the shooter at all 
times. (No Allen wrenches to lose or mis- 
place). 

Complete with any two shell holders and 
priming units for both large and small prim- 
ers the tool delivers at $42.50. Extra shell 
holders cost about $3.00 and are available 
for most cartridges. 

Currently the Indicator Tester that Markle 
built for evaluating primer pocket depth,

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height of primers and end compression re- 
sults is not available. It should be noted that 
this doesn’t add to the function of the tool 
and slows the priming procedure noticea- 
bly. It is primarily a test and evaluation tool 
that may be offered as an accessory for the 
theorists and the gadget conscious later. 
The tool is now available from K&M Ser- 
vices, 2525 Primrose Lane, York, PA 17404 
and from Bob Pease Accuracy, P.O. Box 
310787, New Braunfels, TX 78131-0787 at 
the prices quoted above. Both sources can 
supply most extra shell holders as well. 


The exploded view at the right shows just 
one of the two priming punch assemblies 
that are included with each tool. Note the 
extremely fine threads on top of the body 
which permits orienting the mouth of shell 
holder toward the shooter.

| confess: | am a computer freak. Abso- 
lutely hung up on them. | don’t program 
much, and | don’t subscribe to a pile of mag- 
azines, but | marvel at what can be achieved 
with them with so little effort. 

Admittedly, computers are in some ways 
very over-rated at how they can benefit our 
personal lives.

ed to know about what happens to a bullet 
when it leaves the barrel. What a pity that 
Dr. Mann, with his dedication — his obses- 
sion — did not have access to one of these 
marvels. We would be a lot richer in knowl- 
edge today. 

| have contacted several companies who 
currently publish ballistics programs and 
obtained software for evaluation. Over the 
next several issues, | plan to give the results 
of my trials — and tribulations — in using 
what is available. At the end, | will provide a 
summary comparing their features and at- 
tempting to indicate which, in my opinion, 
are the most helpful and user friendly. 

My first evaluation is of Sierra’s program.

If you have ever called Sierra’s toll-free 
number to obtain ballistics information, the 
man on the other end of the line was most 
probably using this program to answer your 
questions. It was copyrighted in 1984, and 
became available in 1985. The program 
was developed by Mssr’s Almgren and 
McDonald, who are engineers and have 
been consultants to Sierra for many years. 
These men initially developed ballistics pro- 
grams for both Sierra and Lyman for use on 
mainframe computers, and although this is

not the same program, it is based on what 
they have learned from their previous 
work. 

Although what it will do is somewhat 
more limited than some of the other pro- 
grams, how it does it leaves nothing to be 
desired. It is extremely easy to use, and | 
had it up and running, making calculations, 
before | had even bothered to read the man- 
ual. | believe that the best way to test a pro- 
gram’s ease of use — user friendliness — is 
to read only enough of the manual to load 
the program and then have a go atit “blind.” 
With this program, you could toss the manu- 
al and get by very well. 

It is available for the Commodore 64 and 
PET; Apple Il e, c and Plus; and most IBM 
compatibles. Mind you, when you are run- 
ning a program on a Commodore, you are 
doing some very basic computing, so it is 
apparent that a large investment is not 
needed. Used Commodores can frequently 
be found in good condition for less than 
$200.00. In no case will the computer re- 
quire more than 128K RAM, and a printer is 
not necessary. 

Once the program is loaded and you have 
decided whether you wish to print results, 
you are required to furnish information, such 
as velocity, ballistics coefficient, etc, to 
cover the computations you need made. 
The screen looks like Figure 1. 

Once the information is supplied, you sim- 
ply select which computation you want 
made and the machine does the rest. Once 
the results are in, it is quite easy to change 
one or two items of data and get anew com- 
putation. You simply go back to the original

menu, select the things you want changed, 
insert the data, and continue. When | was 
doing a study of bullets for long range shoot- 
ing, it took about five seconds to change the 
wind speed across the course, and the pro- 
gram quickly cranked out a new answer. 

Well, fairly quickly. If you do not have a 
math co-processor on your computer, it 
would be worth adding if you — like me — 
hate to sit and wait for results. Since mine 
does not, you sit for a fair part of a minute 
while the computer does its work. If you are 
working with short ranges, say 200 yards, 
the results seem quick, but once you start 
looking at 1,000 yard trajectories, you feel 
like you are losing large chunks of your life in 
front of the screen. In order to keep you en- 
tertained, the screen shows you a constant- 
ly changing distance so you will know just 
how far out it has calculated. Even at that 
rate, you can’t keep up with it. 

A feature of this program, which is found 
on no other, is its ability to handle the multi- 
ple ballistics coefficients published in 


Sierra’s reloading manual. As most of us 
have recently found out, most bullets have 
more than one BC, depending on the veloci- 
ty at any given moment. For example, 
Sierra’s .308 220-gr HPBT match bullet has 
a BC of .655 at speeds in excess of 2,700 
fps, but only .610 when it drops below 1,600 
fps. The other programs | have used accept 
only one BC, and “you takes your choice”. 
This program, however, accepts all of the 
BC’s, together with the boundary velocities, 
and computes accordingly. Whether this 
makes any practical difference to the aver- 
age shooter, | can’t say. Still, the precision is 
there if you want it. 

Sierra’s manual is excellent. It is a 
looseleaf notebook of 44 pages, with good 
illustrations and clear, simple discussions of 
ballistics concepts. After you have played 
with the program for a couple of hours, you 
finally decide that you ought to read the in- 
structions. Mind you, you will not learn how 
to do anything you haven’t already learned 
from playing with it; at most, you will just

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learn the shortcuts, which are worthwhile. 
Once you have plugged in your data, the 
program allows you to by-pass the main 
menu and go to shorter sub-menus to make 
some data changes for comparison of tra- 
jectories, wind speed, etc. 

Specifically, this program will produce an- 
swers to the customary questions asked by 
shooters: trajectory, drop, point blank 
range, time of flight and bullet energy. What 
it does not compute — and it is desired — is 
a computation of recoil. 

At aprice of $199.99, itis not the least ex- 
pensive program available. However, | have 
had less hassle running it than any other. It 
does not give some information available 
from other programs, but it certainly would 
not be a wrong choice.

MERRILL MARTIN 


Dear Mr. Martin, 

I’ve been reading and greatly appreciat- 
ing your articles in Precision Shooting on 
lead bullets, torn up wads and the like. They 
are most useful in explaining some self in- 
flicted puzzles contained in my current proj- 
ect. In trade, there may be a bit of informa- 
tion from my experience that would be 
useful to you. 

We've never met . . . you wouldn’t know 
me from Adam’s off ox. I’m not a bench rest 
shooter, though of late, having some one to 
train me on target and sand bag me so | 
can’t move is about the only way | can hit 
anything. My primary interest is in hand 
guns, lead bullets and low recoil loads. To 
earn a buck, I’ve spent a number of years of 
my adult life involved in the research, devel- 
opment, test and engineering of high power 
explosives, and their application in the proc- 
ess of shaping strange materials into 
stranger forms. And from this experience, 
maybe | can offer, if not a better, at least a 
different, thought as to why lead does what 
it does in the gun bore. 

Rinehart! says that . . . “the approach to 
study behavior under impulsive loads of 
high intensity and short duration often dif- 
fers radically from the approach used for 
conventional loading. The principle differ- 
ence is of course the suddenness of applica- 
tion and the brevity of duration, which re- 
sults in internal stresses, deformation, 
reversible and irreversible motions which 
have both microscopically and macroscopi- 
cally detectable aspects.” 

Under conventional loads mechanical 
properties remain fairly uniform throughout 
the specimen during loading. Impulsive 
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loads radically alter the mechanical proper- 
ties, sometimes so severely as to have a 
pronounced effect on behavior, particularly 
so when the observed effect is permanent 
deformation.2, Under impulsive loading, 
stresses and strains can.exist in one part of 
the body independently of what is happen- 
ing in another part due to the dynamics of 
the pressure application. 

Various theories have been used to pre- 
dict material failure; maximum strain theory, 
maximum stress theory, Beltrami’s con- 
stant elastic energy of deformation, and a 
variety of shear strain/stress theories. While 
all are useful for stress failure under conven- 
tional load tests, some caution needs to be 
applied in extending them to high strain rate 
behavior. 

One of the first behavioral changes at ele- 
vated pressures’ is an increase in ductility 
at pressures near 10 times the static yield 
strength. In mild steel for example, elonga- 
tion of thousands of percent have been ob- 
tained without fracture, while compressibili- 
ty decreases with pressure. In general, 
rigidity increases linearly with pressure. In 
impact tests on steel4 it was found that the 
dynamic compressive yield strength in- 
creased by as much as 300%. Since lead in 
it’s purer forms has a rather low proportion- 
al limit, pressures exceeding 10x yield are 
easily obtained in the gun barrel, which has 
the effect of apparently increasing the com- 
pressive yield strength of the bullet. Another 
factor in material behavior is the velocity of 
the dilatational wave caused when the im- 
pulse strikes one surface of the bullet. In 
lead this velocity is quite slow, so that the 
impulse can be deforming the base of the 
bullet before the nose ever knows that any- 
thing is happening. Thus it might be that the 
material is capable of withstanding the 


19KPsi (or even higher) under the conditions 
existent in the barrel. 

To my knowledge no one has yet devel- 
oped a good set of numbers to quantify 
these effects over the total range of inpulse 
times available from mechanical impact, 
through propellant impulse, to detonation 
shock, and so we’re left with a gut feeling 
that the effects are quite changeable de- 
pending upon the rate at which the impulse 
is applied. Slow burning powder may well 
not show these effects to the degree that 
one would obtain by using 231 of Bullseye®. 
| don’t know. 

Shifting to the bullet exit tilt, apparently 
resulting from a partially filled powder case, 
I'd suggest the following for consideration: 
The primer likely has a lead azide/lead 
styphenate output charge. Either of these 
compounds is a very sensitive high explo- 
sive. The output is a detonation wave which 
propagates through the primer material at 
more than 5000 meters per second.5 When 
this shock hits the powder in a filled case the 
shock can only propagate a very short dis- 
tance, before the granular structure greatly 
modifies and slows the pressure front.® 
Thus, though double based powders are 
high explosives, the initation mechanism is 
heat applied through the inhibitor, and the 
powder mass deflagrates rather that ex- 
plodes. Individual grains in the way of the 
shock emanating from the primer hole may 
well be shock detonated, but since in a gran- 
ular mass the pressure from an explosively 
induced pulse is rapidly attenuated, the heat 
from the shock excited burning grains is 
probably the intiating mechanism for the fol- 
lowing grains, rather than the incident 
shock. 

In a partially filled case, where the powder 
does not cover the primer flash hole, | think 
another explanation is needed. When the 
primer detonates, the shock (in air) through 
the flash hole, is probably propagating at 
something around 7000 meters per second. 
Temperatures are sufficient to cause lumi- 
nosity of the air, perhaps 2000°C, at a pres- 
sure near 10,000 psi. Shock and thermal ig- 
nition of the powder upper surface along the 
centerline of the cartridge case would seem 
likely. If the individual grains detonate, the 
energy release will occur at near detonation 
velocity, approximately 7500 meters per 
second, releasing energy from an individual 
grain in a few tenths of a microsecond. Even 
if the energy release from the individual 
powder grain is through deflagration rather 
than detonation, the pressure on the individ- 
ual grains in the shock front can approach 
the 10,000 psi incident. Since the determi- 
nant of burn rate in a proellant is pressure, it 
would seem that the burn rate of the grain 
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would be that expected were the entire 
mass of powder at 10,000 psi. Those grains 
below the surface layer, not being subjected 
to shock pressure would probably burn at a 
rate more nearly that expected in the early 
time after primer function. 

It seems to me that this high pressure on 
the 12 0’clock side of the bullet would be ex- 
perienced several 10s or perhaps 100s of 
microseconds before the main thrust from 
the burning propellant could be fully devel- 
oped. This might explain the angular differ- 
ence of the rifling marks on your wads. An- 
other thought occurs which may explain the 
magnitude of the angular dispersion. In ex- 
periments conducted over the past couple 
years with a large, propellant driven, mag- 
netic flux generator, it appears that a de- 
crease in pressure as the projectile runs 
down the bore causes a tensile wave to de- 
velop in the projectile. Early models had the 
base driving band epoxied to the coil wiper 
main body. The pressure drop separated 
the base from the main body, often at incon- 
venient times and places. It might be that 
since you are using low density powder 
charges the pressure fall off as the projectile 
approaches the muzzle is separating the 
bullet from the wad, thus allowing the now 
unsupported wad to tilt as it passed the 
muzzle. If the entire bullet was tilted 10 de- 
grees in the bore, it would seem that you 
would find intense scrubbing on the last part 
of the bullet to leave the bore, when you dug 
them from your floor sweepings box. 

Your articles sharing your hard earned 
knowledge of lead bullet performance has 
been a boon to my own effort to build a reli- 
able hollow point bullet that will consistently 
expand, though driven at less than 
Hopkinson’s required 1000 feet per second. 
Your heat treatment technique has greatly 
reduced the local confusion factor. (I’m 
avoiding the onset of wad confusion until 
later.) It’s my hope that the information 
above will be as useful for your effort as 
yours has been for mine.

If you haven’t experimented with the Low 
Density Poly-wads behind your slow lead 
bullets, then you are in for a pleasant sur- 
prise. The only source for good wad punch- 
es that | know is Ed Wosika of Hanned Pre- 
cision (916/381-0986), evenings and 
weekends. 

Several years ago, | had the opposite of a 
high intensity impulse “event” on the 200- 
yard firing line at Chabot Gun Club. Sure 
glad there were reliable witnesses around. 
This was a local hunting rifle match, using 
production rifles; and my rifle was a Rem 
700 in 375 H&H using a “light” load of 65 
grains of IMR-3031 and the Speer 235 soft 
point bullet and WW120 primer. Several 
shots into the match, | had a misfire. Very 


rare for me. Waiting awhile, | opened the 
bolt carefully and noted no bullet in the case 
and some powder spilling around. | very 
carefully removed the case without spilling 
any more powder. Many grains had the 
coating off, revealing the yellow base. The 
bullet was several inches into the rifling and 
took some pretty hard pounding to get out 
with the cleaning rod. A genuine “cold” shot 
if there ever was one. The powder simply 
didn’t ignite; and, yet, the primer had 
enough steam to push the bullet up the bar- 
rel. I've never seen one before or since in 
hundreds of thousands of shots. 

And, this was my African big game rifle. 
Now, | know why the pro hunters use dou- 
ble rifles. Once is too often.

It was thoughtful of you 
to include the fired bullet and the data, since 
it shows the manner in which the bullet up- 
sets under the forces of firing. 

| have been rereading Mann’s book, “The 
Bullet’s Flight”, lately. | bought a copy back 


in the 1940’s and have referred to it many 
times, but itis only since | have done enough 
experimenting myself, and reading of the 
work of other people, such as yourself, that | 
have come to appreciate how much detail 
Mann covered in the book. | think he spent 
so much time in experiments and became 
so familiar with the things that happened be- 
tween the breech of the barrel and the tar- 
get that he failed to understand the necessi- 
ty of full explanations for anyone not as 
familiar with it as he was. 

Some of the earlier books also show a 
sound knowledge. Chapman’s “The Ameri- 
can Rifle”, printed in 1848, shows a correct 
understanding of wind drift, something 
many shooters of today do not have. He 
also had some things to say about bullet 
upset in the barrel. He was a civil engineer, 
and well educated, judging from his writ- 
ings. 

| have an English book by Arthur Walker, 
79th Highlanders, written as a training man- 
ual for the musketry school at Hythe, which 
was printed in 1864. It describes the spiral 
flight of the bullet, due to unbalance, and 
uses the principles of the gyroscope to ex- 
plain why spin makes the axis of the bullet 
fly neatly tangent to the trajectory, and its 
drift resulting from spin.

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WIND AND STUFF 
LIKE THAT... 


Dear Dave 

You’re making me break a life long rule, 
never to write Letters to the Editor. Actually, 
I'm writing in response to the letter from 
Walter Balch on 45° winds in the June issue 
of PS. 

I've only been shooting benchrest for a 
couple of years, but I’ve probably burned 
150,000 rounds in small-bore prone match- 
es over the last 20-25 years, and have seen 
a hell of a lot of groups form in the wind. 

Neglecting topographic features (berms, 
gullies, high backstops, stands of trees, 
etc.) that disrupt airflow, a wind straight 
from 3 o'clock will drive the bullet left and 
high, not left and low as suggested in 
Balch’s letter. Conversely, a 9 o’clock wind 
will drive the bullet right and low, not right 
and high. This assumig right hand rifling, 
original “no wind” zero, and laminar air flow 
(no ground turbulence). This is not just an 
empirical observation, but agrees with the- 
ory — Bernoullis’ Principle, the same one 
Balch cites in his letter. Unfortunately his ex- 
planation is backwards. Turns out that a 3 
o'clock wind moving over the top of a clock- 
wise spinning bullet creates a low pressure 
area, not high pressure. If Balch’s explana- 
tion was correct, an airfoil (cross section of 
an airplane wing) would produce negative 
lift (screw the plane into the ground). Don’t 
believe it? Check any introductory Physics 
book. Still don’t believe it? Blow across the 
top of a sheet of paper and watch it move 
UP, into the low pressure zone. 

All this is NOT to say that there are no 
conditions that will produce low left and high 
right shots. These are usually the result of 
air spilling down the backstop or side berm 
and not due to the Bernoulli effect. 

In closing, | have to say PS is a damned 
valuable mag., the only one addressing ac- 
curacy in any depth. The only complaints | 
can think of are the lack of smallbore articles 
(I'm not volunteering) and the occasional 
piece of pseudo-science. Thanks for doing 
a decent job as editor. Weird, but decent.

Dear Dave: 

The following simple comparison of three 
powder measures is hardly all encompass- 
ing or exhaustive. Circumstances at the 
time did not permit inclusion of matched 
charge weights and alarger series of charge 
weight replicates or the investigation of ad- 
ditional obvious parameters that would 
have constituted a thorough study. Varia- 
bles were instead restricted to the minimum 
of immediate interest to a bench rest shoot- 
er. However, the results are none-the-less 
informative. 

| purchased recently a converted 
Redding #3BR (15-55 grain insert, larger 
handle knob, inverted baffle with only one 
cut out directly over the insert cavity) pow- 
der measure from Sinclair International, Inc. 
The information sheet packed with the mea- 
sure claims that “Our comparison testing 
has proven, to us, that this new conver- 
sion, when correctly installed and operated 
will throw charges AS WELL AS OR BET- 
TER THAN ANY MEASURE WE KNOW 
OF”. Because of that claim, | decided to 
compare my unmodified factory version 
with the Sinclair converted one. For good 
measure (pun intended) a Culver converted 
Lyman belonging to a fellow shooter was 
compared with the two Reddings. 

| set each of the Reddings, by use of a 
Redding no.2 powder scale, to drop my load 
of 28.1 gr. of the same lot of GI H322 pow- 
der. My friend set his Culver to throw his 
load of 28.3 gr. of the same powder. The

hopper of each measure was filled to within 
about an inch of the top and five charges 
were thrown from each before the weighing 
of replicates began. Ten charges were 
dropped from each measure and weighed 
to 0.0001 oz. (about 0.04 gr.) with an Ameri- 
can Scientific Products model Z 400 DR 
top-loading electronic balance. The ounce 
weights, rounded to the nearest hundredth, 
for more meaningful comparison. 

The results, tabulated below, were ob- 
tained for all three measures by using a 
widely PREFERRED technique of slow, 
even, no-tap handle movement and by 
using a generally-regarded-to be SLOPPY 
technique of quick, tapped top and bottom, 
handle operation of the two Reddings only. 

Note that charges from the Sinclair con- 
verted #3BR varied from 0.14% above to 
0.18% below the mean (X). Those from fac-

tory Redding #3BR and the Culver varied 
from 0.36% to 0.28% and 0.77% to 0.46%, 
respectively, above and below the mean. 
Both the Sinclair conversion and the factory 
#3BR threw more uniform powder charges 
than the Culver when operated with the pre- 
ferred technique and both the Reddings op- 
erated with the sloppy technique approxi- 
mately equaled the properly operated 
Culver. It is my opinion that both Reddings 
performed remarkably well; but the accom- 
plishment of the Sinclair conversion was 
particularly impressive considering its rela- 
tively modest cost ($87.00, including ship- 
ping).

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SCOPE FILTERS 


Dear Dave, 

lam an old camera buff, so the value of fil- 
ters to enhance using contrast or create 
special effects on film is quite familiar to me. 
When | began dabbling in benchrest a few 
years ago (what | doin benchrest nowis still, 
at best, dabbling), | used a medium yellow 
(K2) B&W photographic filter in front of the 
“scope objective to add contrast to the 
image. The problem with that arrangement 
is the filter will shift the apparent position of 
the reticle on the target relative to its posi- 
tion without filtration. Thus, if the rifle is 
sighted-in with the filter in place, or vice 
versa, the bullet impact point can shift 2 
inch or more upon removal or addition of the 
filter. | later went to yellow tinted prescrip- 
tion shooting glasses to eliminate the shift- 
ing problem; a practical but relatively expen- 
sive solution. Recently my eyeglass 
prescription changed and | considered the 
Shooter’s Orange lenses advertised, but | 
wanted to forgo the prescription shooting 
glasses expense this time. 

My testing with various filters showed 
that a filter behind the ‘scope ocular lens 
would eliminate the reticle shifting problem. 
However, | was unable to locate a currently 
made camera filter that would mate with the 
threaded Leupold ocular bell. | purchased 
— about nine bucks — a Cokin A series + 1 
orange, ref 002, filter. It is made of optical 
grade plastic and approximately 2/2 inches 
square. | covered both sides with masking 
tape and used a protractor to outline two cir- 
cles of the outside diameter of the ocular bell 
on the tape. | cut out the circles with a fine- 
toothed saber saw blade, removed the 
tape, and cleaned off the clinging tape adhe- 
sive with rubbing alcohol (other spirits may 
work as well, but they are best reserved for 
their intended purpose). | used black plastic 
electricians tape, stretched taut, to attach 
the filter by its edge to the ocular bell. Jerry- 
rigged (literally), but viola! Fine crosshairs, 
barely visible without filtration, appear 
sharp and etched-in-black on the target. 
The target image is sharp and crisp with the 
added contrast. 

Perhaps other shooters will want to try 
this inexpensive (two filters for $9.00) aid 
and improve on it, or even better, maybe 
Fred Sinclair or Bob Pease can locate a vol- 
ume source of orange optical plastic or 
glass (the latter would be superior) and a 
metal ring to mount it in and mate it to the 
Leupold ocular bell threads. | think they 
would sell to target riflemen like the prover- 
bial hot cakes.

SMALL CHANGES AND BIG RESULTS 


While cleaning my basement recently | 
found some targets that | had shot back in 
the 1976-1978 era, when! was shooting the 
.308 Winchester on a regular basis. The tar- 
gets show a broad cross-section of groups, 
both good and bad. 

Everyone seems to be searching for the 
highest velocity possible these days ... in 
the belief that the faster a bullet is going, the 
less wind drift it will have. This may well be 
true in theory, but it can be over done. | am 
not an advocate of ultra high velocity be- 
cause | feel strongly that when the powder 
can tilt passes a certain level, accuracy will 
begin a fall-off. | had good shooting .308s 
that could easily shoot aggregates in the 
low threes or high twos in good conditions. 
In that era such aggregate figures were 
often good enough for a trophy, but in 1989, 
in the era of the PPC, and other small cali- 
bers, it just isn’t going to get the job done. | 
do remember one group fondly . . . an .098 
in aregistered match with my heavy varmint 
class .308. Unfortunately, official screamer 
patches were not yet in existence back 
then. 

The bad targets here show what can hap- 
pen with an overload of the same powder, 
brought about merely by a change in lot 
numbers. In this case it was with Winches- 
ter 760 powder. Back in this earlier era a 
load of about 47.5 grains was common 
place, and sort of a “standard” load. . . just 
like 27.5 grains of H322 is today, in the 
6PPC. | had shot 49.0 grains of a different 
lot of 760 powder at the Council Cup Range

with my brother Joe. We were both shooting 
.308s at that time in practice sessions. The 
168 grain Sierra bullet was giving real en- 
couraging 200 yard groups down range. 

At this time | was shooting in Englishtown 
at 100 yards, and | set my Culver powder 
measure to throw 49.0 grains of a different 
lot of the 760 powder. (Later, at home, a 
sample charge was found to weigh 49.4 
grains with this setting). Whereupon | pro- 
ceeded to string out a diagonal group that 
measured 2.725”, with one shot completely 
off the small, hand-stamped, filing card tar- 
gets that | used for practice in those days. | 
had to cut a piece of the paper on the target 
frame that it was stapled to, in order to show 
the full group size. 

Lee Paulison, who was shooting with me 
at the time, was incredulous that a heavy 
varmint class rifle could shoot so badly at 
100 yards, be it a .308 or not. He asked if he 
could load the same cases for me, appar- 
ently feeling that | was somehow making 
some glaring error in my loading process. 
With Lee’s careful reloads | shot a 2.039” 
group, again with one shot right off the tar- 
get. The group formation was once again a 
vertical string. Morosely | considered the 
fact that | had fired many groups a lot small- 
er than this with my first .308, a Remington 
hunting rifle. 

It was not until we had backed the load off 
to about 48.0 grains that the diagonal 
stringing stopped. The neck tension on 
these cases was very strong. That, togeth- 
er with the overload of powder (brought

about by the change in lot numbers) | theo- 
rize brought about some hefty barrel vibra- 
tions that caused the diagonal stringing of 
the groups. Once we decreased the powder 
charge (Albeit still with the strong neck ten- 
sion cases), the diagonal stringing stopped. 

During this time period (1976-1978) the 
.308 was very popular in the heavy bench 
class, where 10 shot groups are shot. The 
maximum load for 4895 powder was con- 
sidered to be about 42.0 grains with the Si- 
erra 168 grain bullet. Yet most of the match 
winners who used the .308 were shooting 
loads of 40.0 to 40.5 grains of 4895. These 
are ten shot groups that we are talking 
about here. Some hunter class shooters 
were using 42.0 grains as a load, but that 
class is a different ball game. 

Itis my contention, and my belief, that you 
do not need top velocity to win matches. 
Whatever load will stabilize a bullet will do 
the job if you have good benchrest habits, 
and learn to read the conditions. For the 
longer ranges | would agree that you will 
have to increase the velocity, even though 
the long range load may — or may not — 
shoot quite as well at 100 yards. 

On the good targets you will see a nota- 
tion indicating .0001-2. This means that the 
bullets were spun on a bullet spinner and 
they were under .0002 in concentricity. A 
notation on the target of C.I. .0003 means 
that the loaded rounds had less than .0003 
runout. | also used to select the 168 grain Si- 
erras by weight if | found a larger than nor- 
mal variations in bullet weights in a given 
lot. 

When | switched to the 6PPC | found that 
a load of 265 to 27.2 grains of the regular 
H322 (not Government Surplus) would 
shoot very well for me at 100 yards in good, 
readable conditions. Almost everyone else 
was shooting loads of H322 in the 28.0 to 
28.5 grain area. | won the 100 yard aggre- 
gate at a match in 1984 with my 6PPC, 
using a load of 26.5 grains of H322. | have 
been asked many times since that win if | 
was still shooting “that light load”. 

The late Nate Boop shot several records 
at Mainville, Pa. at the 300 yard stage sever- 
al years ago. His load listing always showed 
the same amount of H322, a relatively light 
amount of that powder. One of the records 
was a 10 shot 300 yard group that was 
close to a half inch. He knew how to read the 
conditions, and it definitely wasn’t what you 
might call flag hanging weather. 

Powder lots of the same powder can, and 
do, vary at times. Check your loads carefully 
before using maximum loads when you 
change powder lots. . . or any other compo- 
nent for that matter.

It is a highly specialized product, 
hand made by a few skilled craftsmen for a 
select group of riflemen. Or, as the Winches- 
ter Model 21 owner’s handbook used to 
say, “For the fortunate few”. 

| have admired this type of rifle since child- 
hood, and when my lifelong shooting buddy, 
Skeeter Braswell, arrived at the bench one 
day with a Shiloh Sharps heavy sporter in 
.45-120-31%4’" and proceeded to shoot 
groups that defied belief, | knew in my lustful 
heart that life could not go on for me until | 
had one. | loaded up the car with old treas- 
ures that could not have been bought the 
day before, registered pre-war .357 S&W

hand ejectors, a .405 Winchester, a couple 
of Colt Single Actions, and took off in a 
cloud of smoke to the best little gunstore in 
the Southeast, “The Outpost”, in Jackson- 
ville, Alabama, and told my old buddy, 
Thomas Gray, to sell until we had enough 
money to place an order with Mr. Dorege at 
Shiloh for a custom heavy sporter built to 
order. About a week later the phone rang 
and Thomas says “Hey, there’s a Sharps 
for sale in the Shotgun News, but it’s used”. 
Well, to make a long story short, we had it 
shipped and it was a Red Letter Day when it 
arrived, all thirteen and a half pounds of it. It 
was in a rare but original barrel configura- 
tion, full round, thirty inches long, and a 
beautiful inch and a quarter in diameter, no 
taper. Chambering was for the longest 
Forty Five case found in original factory ri- 
fles, two and seven eighths inch, holding 
about 110 grains of soft coal. No rifle is bet- 
ter than its trigger, and this one had a pair, 
double set and fully adjustable down to 
about six ounces I'd guess. Condition over- 
all was about new. Quality and workman- 
ship was impressive. | have examined origi- 
nals and it is my opinion that the newly 
manufactured rifles are the equal of the orig- 
inal. The buttstock was a curious pistolgrip 
one with a crescent buttplate which did not 
suit my eye so | later restocked it with a 
shotgun butt. 

| immediately ordered the finest set of 
sights available directly from the factory, the 
spirit level front with vernier scale for wind- 
age adjustments and the long range tang 
sight with precise elevation adjustments. | 
paid $575.00 for the rifle and $82.00 for the 
sights. | shelled out that last batch of cash 
with tears streaming down my cheeks. Six- 
teen years ago my ex-wife gave me a 
choice: quit spending money like that for 
guns or she was moving to Florida. | hope 
she’s happy in Florida. 

Several years ago | had invested in 20 
RCBS .45 Basic cases, 3%” long, “just in 
case”. | cut and trimmed them to 2.875”. | 
then made a marvelous discovery: enough 
of that long case could be resized in my .45- 
70 die for handloading purposes, and the 
seater die in that same set worked like a 
charm. | will admit that | later ordered a full 
length sizer die from RCBS but the .45-70 
dies got me started. 


| had been in contact with the factory con- 
cerning loading data and discovered from 
the very beginning that all their data had 
been developed with one powder only: 
black. They also used cast bullets exclu- 
sively. | broke out the #457193 Lyman mold 
and cast up a batch of 410 grain bullets from 
linotype and wheelweights. From my secret 
hiding place | came up with one can of long 
discontinued original Dupont FG black pow- 
der. Starting load was one hundred grains 
of powder. It was a shock to see how quick- 
ly this load eats up a can of out of print pow- 
der. It was a hell of change from 27.0/GI322/ 
52 Watson. 

| then repaired to my benchrest and 100 
yard range in the backyard and discovered 
for the one millionth time that Elmer Keith 
was right. | laid her on the bags, squirmed in 
behind those magnificent sights tilting right 
and left until the bubble came in line, set the 
rear trigger and touched the front. The 
crash and the roar and smoke was soul sat- 
isfying but the sound that | most remember 
was that great, bloody wonderful big chunk 
of homemade lead when it smacked the 
backstop with a very distinct WHAP!! | love 
them 52 Bergers and Watsons but they 
don’t make a sound like that. 

| had forgotten how big a hole a .45 
makes. You can damn near see it without a 
scope. Accuracy was only fair that first time 
out, about three inches or so, but | just knew 
things would get better. Recoil is generous 
but not unbearable. | am assuming that 
everybody knows what a sissy bag is. | 
learned a long time ago with a .405 Win- 
chester how to put a small flat sand bag be- 
tween the buttplate and shoulder. That is 
one of the secrets of rest shooting a Sharps. 

Now, since this is a singular publication, 
devoted exclusively to the topic of extreme 
rifle accuracy, don’t get the idea that this lit- 
tle opus (I learned that word from our Distin- 
guished Editor who is a noted firearms writ- 
er) isn’t germane. It is about shooting an 
accurate rifle from a bench rest. The world 
will not end when we surpass 28.0/322/52 
Watson, nor will a Sharps rifle win the Super 
Shoot, but that doesn’t keep some of us 
Strange Ducks from liking strange stuff now 
and then. Variety is the spice of life in both 
accuracy rifles and women. (Joan, | did not 
write this last sentence, David Brennan 
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slipped it in, you know how he does that — 
you do, don’t you?) 

Back to the front burner: In the meantime 
my partner, Skeeter, is experimenting with 
breech seating bullets in his .45-31%4’, paper 
patched 550 grain bullets, and the like, and 
the both of us are thoroughly enjoying our 
diversion. 

At this point, | made a decision that will 
not endear me to the factory. | switched to 
smokeless powder. The Sharps action is a 
strong one, and with the modern steels 
used in the new ones, apparently much 
more so than the originals. After 
considerable research | arrived at forty six 
grains of 3031 Dupont Powder. Accuracy 
improved, loading and cleaning was so 
much easier, and | drew baleful stares from 
those more nostalgic than myself. With the 
410 grain cast bullet muzzle velocity was 
1610 fps and group size was in the two inch 
range and still not good enough. Not wish- 
ing to purchase every bullet mold around in 
the vain hope of something better, | made a 
decision that will keep me out of the Cultural 
Corner of the single shot section of PS mag- 
azine and the Coors Schuzenfest forever. | 
switched to — forgive me Merrill — jacket- 
ed bullets. In the .45-70 nothing ever beat 
the 400 grain Speer flat nose so | tried that. 
Group size came down to less than two 
inches but velocity dropped to 1450 fps with 
no other changes in components. Some feel 
that is caused from the base of the cast bul- 
let “bumping up” in size and sealing off the 
bore better. Anyway, it is a common phe- 
nomenon noticed in both handguns and ri- 
fles.

Let me also point out that the use of a filler 
is necessary with smokeless loads which 
occupy such a small portion of a case the 
size of a cigar. | use a polyester filler used in 
the stuffing of pillows that resembles syn- 
thetic cotton fiber (known on our ranges as 
“pillow ticking”.) | put a pinch of filling on top 
of the powder charge to hold it down next to 
the flash hole. This is mandatory or you will 
experience hangfires and other poor ignition 
problems which do cause flyers. | have also 
used cornmeal and oatmeal, not to mention 


120 grains of powder and a 550 grain bullet turns a concrete block to dust at one hundred yards. 
Note strike of bullet. Skeeter Braswell doing the shooting. 
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a pinch of toilet tissue. There are those who 
do not like to use fillers and distrust putting 
anything in the case but powder. | make no 
claim for fillers except that they worked for 
me. Comments welcome! 

| found some data in one of the new 
Lyman manuals concerning high velocity 
loads using Hodgdon 4895 powder and 
three hundred grain jacketed bullets devel- 
oped in a 26” pressure barrel. They used 
the 3%’ case and claimed twenty seven 
hundred fps. We paused with the accuracy 
experiments long enough to work up a 
Southern Style load. Skeeter used H4895 
and the Hornady three hundred grain jack- 
eted hollow point and we chronographed it 
at twenty five hundred fps in his 3%” case.

My rifle has the early style large diameter fir- 
ing pin which will not tolerate high pressure 
since the primer will flow around the large 
pin and hole in the breech block and lock the 
gun up before maximum loads are reached. 
Even with this limitation | reached over two 
thousand fps with the Sierra jacketed hol- 
low point bullet long before the case head 
showed any expansion. The few times that | 
shot this load for accuracy showed consid- 
erable promise. Three shot groups ran 
about one and three quarters inch. | make 
no claim for heavy loads except that they 
worked for us in these two rifles and that 
they are similar to the load used at Hiroshi- 
main’45. Like my partner says, “If you want 
to shoot a .600 Nitro go buy one”. 

Along about now | read an article in Rifle 
magazine by Mike Venturino concerning the 
use of Accurate Arms #5744 powder in 
these old cases. | bought a pound and the 
whole world of Sharps Shootin’ changed for 
us dramatically overnight. At thirty two 
grains and the 400 Speer this rifle began to 
shoot between one inch and a eighth and a 
inch an a half. Bullets are seated out to just 
touch the lands in all loads mentioned for 
this rifle. Others who used 5744 found that it 
was So easily ignited that apparently no filler 
was needed. The first groups fired with thir- 
ty two grains proved that wrong. | experi- 
enced a few hangfires which caused flyers 
so the pinch of dacron was added as an 
overpowder wad. Note that there is a dis- 
tinct difference in groups fired with a filler 
and without. Velocity ran in the mid thirteen 
hundred range and was extremely 
consistant. | have noted this consistancy in 
low shot to shot variation when using this 
powder in other cases including a .32-40 
Winchester which is another story in itself. |

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have not found another powder which will 
equal it and do not expect to do so. No, this 
rifle does not shoot quarter minute groups, 
but if you don’t think it is a challenge to make 
it shoot inch and a half groups with iron 
sights, try it with fifty year old eyes and add 
the recoil while you’re at it. Sometimes it will 
put three or four in one hole and scare the 
hell out of everybody watching at which time 
yours truly will manage to go crazy and 
throw a flyer. There is a fascination to a 
Sharps heavy sporting rifle found in no other 
rifle. Townsend Whelen’s coach was the 
last man to win the Wimbleton Match with a 
black powder rifle, a .45-120-314” Sharps in 
1900. Col. Whelen said that this old gentle- 
men let him borrow this rifle once with the 
comment, “This is a rifle that will never lie to 
you”. If you don’t know the contribution that 
Col. Whelen made to this shooting sport of 
ours you need to be reading Good 
Houskeeping instead. 

The bad news is that 5744 powder was 
an American surplus powder marketed only 
by Accurate Arms and there is no more. | 
spoke with Accurate Arms several months 
ago and received this devastating news, so 
l ordered enough to keep me going for 5,250 
more rounds. After typing this last sen- 
tence, | picked up the telephone and called 
Ted Curtis at Accurate Arms just to make 
sure my information is still current. The 
good news is that there was such a hue and 
cry from handloaders when it ran out that 
the company feels that something must be 
done and soon. To quote the company di- 
rectly, “It wears different clothes than any- 
thing else”, so efforts are underway at this 
moment to have it reproduced by 
Accurate’s supplier in Israel. Its density and 
grain size is considered unusual and they 
acknowledge that it does things for “Big 
bore old timers” above and beyond any- 
thing else available, so pray boys, pray. 

Skeeter Braswell still prefers 120 grains 
of FG black and 550 grain paper patched 
bullets and manages to turn in some re- 
spectful groups the old fashioned way. Two 
inches seems to be about average with a 
load this heavy. One hundred and twenty 
grains of FFG — read two F — and a four 
hundred grain bullet will get close to 1800 
fps in a 34” barrel. | have seem some re- 
spectful velocity figures with the 330 grain 
cast bullet and that same load of 120/FFg 
— we are talking close to two thousand fps 
now. He prefers to breech the 550 pp’s 
since his rifle is freebored which seems to 
have been a factory experiment in the 5000 
serial number range. The maker changed 
his mind on this and told me that “if it was 
not on the original rifles, it does not need to 
be on the new ones’. | don’t like freebored 
chambers on anything, but my partner does 
since he can breech seat the bullets in that 
portion of the chamber which works for him.

Shooting these original heavy loads pro- 
duces felt recoil that may be beyond my de- 
scriptive powers. Put it this way: the damn 
thing gets downright SERIOUS with you 
when you touch it off. 

After the bench rest experiments con- 
cluded, | decided to try it at long range. We 
repaired to the pasture across the road from 
the house and set up a man sized silhouette 
target three hundred and eighty five long 
paces away. I’m guessing at right at four 
hundred yards give or take a few. | put 
Skeet down range well out of the line of fire 
to spot for me. | absolutely guessed at 
where the tang sight should be set for that 
range. | folded my jacket across a downed 
tree and shot resting the forearm on the 
tree. Skeeter was supposed to wave his hat 
over his head if | shot over the target and 
wave it at his feet if | shot under. | fired the 
first round and signalled him to spot it. | 
watched him walk over to the target and just 
stand there. | ran out of patience, jumped 
up, Cupped my hands over my mouth and 
yelled “WHERE DID IT HIT?”. | saw him 
turn, cup his hands over his mouth, and the 
words came faintly drifting back, 
“Bullseye”. | shot nine more times and hit 
the silhoutte seven times total. | didn’t keep 
the target but | will guess that the group was 
about eight or ten inches. It was some of my 
better shooting and caused a lot of gossip. 
When | am too old to shoot, sitting on the 
front porch drinking mint juleps, | shall re- 
member the sound of that rifle that day ech- 
oing through the Southern hills. 

Skeeter owns an original 1874 heavy 
sporting rifle in .44-90-2 5/8” SBN. That 
translates: case length 2 5/8”, 90 grains 
powder capacity, and SBN means Sharps 
Bottle Neck of course. He loaded it with a 
considerable amount of 3031 Dupont and a 
385 grain NEI cast bullet for a Tennessee 
wild hog hunt last December. To make a

The cover has agraph 
relative to twist by Mike Walker (Editor: we 
are re-printing this herewith for ease of ref- 
erence ... to say nothing of 50 calls to my 
office asking for copies of the darn thing.) 

Hatcher’s notebook, page #556 ... “In 
denser air more spin is required”. Ditto Sier- 
ra, page #381. 

Take my circumstances. I’m 4,284 feet 
above sea level. FA = 1.14. Now consider 
-15°F where FT = 1 + 1.14. This means 
that when it is -15°F the air density at 4,284 
feet is the same as itis at sea level at 59°. So

amount that | would need at sea level, since

From “Exterior Ballistics”, a 1935 era text 
book for the Naval Academy, on page 111, 
quote: “If the stability of the projectile is to 
remain uniform throughout the trajectory, it 
is necessary, therefore, that the rate of spin 
decrease in the same proportion as the re- 
maining velocity decreases”. However this 
is not the case, since the rate of spin de- 
creases less rapidly than does the remain- 
ing velocity, and consequently the stability 
of the projectile increases as the latter pro- 
ceeds in its flight. 

From my experience in 1,000 yard big 
bore shooting the recommended twist was 
1-10 with 30-06 with a 26” barrel and 180 
grain Matchking bullets at 2800 feet per 
second. The graph gives a 12 inch twist. 

The recommended twist was 1-10 with 
the .300 Winchester Magnum, 26” barrel, 
190 grain Matchking bullet, at 3000 feet per 
second. The graph again gives a 12 inch 
twist for this particular combo. | have been 
getting 7 inch groups at 1,100 yards. This 
bullet was stabilized out to 1,600 yards, at 
4300 feet above sea level. Atnear sea level | 
won lots of 1,000 yard matches with this 
gun bullet. 

My summary of all this: if the graph indi- 
cates a 12” twist... use a 10” instead. i.e., 
Use a 2” faster twist than what the graph in- 
dicates. 

In Jim’s case, for the 168 grain Matchking 
bullet, the 28” barrel would give a muzzle 
velocity of 2900 feet per second. This bullet 
is 1.23” long. Calculate thus: 1.23 + .308 
= 4is the abscissa. At 2900 feet per second 
the ordinate is 45. Then 45 x .308 = 14. 
This would not be stable in cold weather. 
Therefore the proper twist is 12”.

This gun, 
with Norma brass, and the 190 grain 
Matchking bullet, is a winning combination! 

| recently rebarreled the gun just men- 
tioned above. The chambering reamer is 
mine. | have a reduced size neck on that 
reamer, so the case necks will have to be 
turned. Benchrest dies were made off the 
reamer. The barrel is 28” long, and an inch 
and a quarter diameter at both the muzzle 
and breach. | will use Wetherby brass, 
which is made by Norma. | measure case 
wall thickness 1/2 inch forward of the head 
of the case. .002” is the greatest variation 
that | will accept. At the thinnest spot on the 
case, | make a mark. When | load the car- 
tridge into the rifle chamber, | have this mark 
“up”. The cases are grouped by volume. . . 
i.e., achamber box has cases of similar vol- 
ume in it. 

How about twist? Well, the gun is cham- 
bered for the .300 Weatherby Magnum, and 
has a 10” twist. Therefore it will handle the 
200 grain Matchking bullet for sure. (The 
10” twist was recommended by Howard 
Wolfe, a 1,000 yard benchrest gunsmith 
who did the work on my rifle. | concur with 
his opinion). | will also try the 220 grain 
matchking. 

My long range shooting was previously 
described in PS; March, 1988, page #22. 
From that same era, the article by Dr. 
Maretzo “Strange Happenings”, in the 
April, 1988 issue, with replies in the July 
issue bears on this same general topic.

Bob Griffin and | were in the Masker shop 
one Saturday, driving Seely a little crazy, 
and snooping about in general, to see what 
(new) the Great Gunsmith was up to. He 
was lapping bolt lugs on a benchrest rifle 
that he was building. The jig that he was 
using at the time was one of the home 
grown variety; nonetheless it completed the 
job in first class order. 

Driving back home (Editor: After Seely 
threw them out on their ear) Bob and | got 
into quite a discussion on what we envi- 
sioned as being the perfect tool for lapping 
bolt lugs. It was a slight modification of what 
we had watched Seely using in his shop. A 
few days later we had some indication of 
how easy it was to find yourself breaking 
your neck to reinvent the wheel . . . it came 
via a phone call from the Kiker Machine 
Works in Odessa, Texas. Darned if such a 
tool that Bob and had in mind was already 
being produced! 

The photos tell the story how this nifty lit- 
tle jig works. Two brass caps are supplied, 
which fit over the brass spring-loaded 
plunger, to accommodate any bolt face 
size. The jig is screwed into the front of the 
action, until contact is made with the bolt 
face.

more complicated that the simple opening 
and closing of the bolt until the lapping is 
completed, and the desired lug contact 
within the action is obtained. Lapping com- 
pound is also supplied with the jig, enough 
for a number of lapping jobs.

Let me add a bit of a caution here, lest a 
number of our neophyte readers decide that 
this sounds like fun, and proceed to lap the 
lugs on every rifle in the house the first day 
that they receive their new Kiker tool. Real- 
ly, this is/should be a gunsmith operation, 
since any lapping will effect headspace to 
some degree. Many, if not most, factory ri- 
fles will have lugs that of ten have little or no 
contact on one lug. This condition calls for 
lathe work before lapping, some barrel set- 
back to maintain headspace, and of course 
you willneed gages to keep track of all these 
things. Good lug contact is a requirement 
for top accuracy, but .. . like brain surgery, 
it’s not a good thing to go rushing into, until 
you know what you are about . . . lest you 
find yourself in that uncomfortable position 
... “between the dog and the lamp post”. 


We had a nice visit with DAVE WICK at 
the Super Shoot. Dave, you may recall, is 
the fellow that makes those nifty little clean- 
ing jags to order. Their popularity has grown 
to the point where Dave is now sending 
them to a multitude of foreign countries. He 
is getting many orders for unusual caliber 
sizes, and (to his surprise) suddenly a num- 
ber of handgun shooters are ordering his 
jags. 

Readers of PS will recall that we made an 
enthusiastic initial report on the wick jag in 
these pages about a year ago. The jags are 
made of brass, and have a short, stainless 
steel point to hold the patch while getting 
the rod started into the bore. Many of the 
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bore cleaners of the day have chemical in- 
gredients that are kind of potent, and that 
point helps to minimize hand contact with 
wet patches. The handgun jags are sup- 
plied without the pin . . . unless you specify 
that you want it ... so, handgunners, be 
aware of that, and indicate your choice 
when ordering. Cleaning patches, even for 
the same caliber size, come in all shapes 
and thicknesses, and Dave Wick has tried 
to make a jag for each caliber that will cover 
a wide range of patch differences. 

When ordering, let Dave know the caliber, 
the make of rod, and if you want the jag set 
up for the adapters used on such cleaning 
rods as the Dewey or Parker Hall. If not fora 
known or common rod, then let him know if it 
is for a rod that has a male or female thread, 
and what thread is required. This will assure 
that the jag that you receive will be what you 
want and need. The price is $7.50 for jags 
from .224 to. 30 caliber, and $10.00 for jags 
above .30 caliber.

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One can well imagine how difficult it might 
have been to undertake such a project if the 
people of Connersville has been less than 
understanding. The assassinations of so- 
cial and political figures and an unpopular 
war weighed heavily on the minds of many 
Americans. As a result, people demanded 
change and government agencies respond- 
ed by applying quick solutions to complex 
problems. The hastily enacted gun laws 
that followed the death of President Kenne- 
dy attested to this. These unjust laws imme- 
diately became the concern of responsible 
sportsmen, and years would pass before re- 
strictions were reviewed and modified. For- 
tunately for the sportsmen in the Conners- 
ville area, the local population did not 
wrongfully direct their frustration toward the 
range construction project. 

The club’s own historical profile, as out- 
lined in the preface to its by-laws is quite in- 
teresting. Through the efforts and determi- 
nation of a few civic-minded citizens the club 
became a reality in 1964. It was early De- 
cember 1963 that William Stine, a local hos- 
pital employee, mailed letters to about 100 
citizens of Connersville asking for a meeting 
at City Hall to explore the possibility of de- 
veloping a Rifle and Pistol Club. The results 
were overwhelming, some 50 citizens came 
to the meeting and fostered a plan that 
would grow into one of Fayette County’s 
leading recreational facilities. At this first 
meeting, Roy Knight (a local gun shop 
owner) and George Dawson (a local auto 
alignment specialist), were nominated and 
elected as Acting Chairman and Vice Chair-

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man of the project. Roy and George were to 
appoint the committee chairmen necessary 
for the birth of the organization. The most 
unusual aspect of this first meeting was the 
fact that many of the participants were not 
necessarily interested in the shooting 
sports but came to see that shooters had an 
equal opportunity to develop their skills 
along with other sports like baseball, foot- 
ball, basketball, tennis, and horseshoe 
pitching, all of which had existing facilities in 
the city parks. 

The Site Committee soon acquired a suit- 
able location through the assistance of the 
Mayor at that time, Ralph Newquist. Mayor 
Newquist persuaded the City Council and 
the Zoning Board to lease an unused tract 
of land in the southeast corner of Roberts 
Park to the Organizing Committee. The 
agreement reads, that as long as the club 
uses this land for a Rifle and Pistol Club and 
keeps it in equal condition with the rest of 
the park, they are privileged to keep and de- 
velop it as they wish. Since the club's incep- 
tion, all subsequent Mayors and many City 
Council members have been extremely co- 
operative and have devoted countless 
hours of personal time to insure the success 
of the organization. 

As momentum grew, the committees met 
at least once a month. Finally, the time came 
for an organizational meeting to elect a 
President, Vice President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, Head Range Officer, and Direc- 
tor of Buildings and Grounds. This was ac- 
complished in short order and the organiza- 
tion became known as the Fayette County 
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Rifle and Pistol Club, Inc. Since 1965, the 
club has maintained a progressive posture 
and experienced a growth in membership. 
The club is extremely proud of the fact that 
they have always managed to operate in the 
black and have never solicited funds from 
outside sources. 

In ralatively few years, the club has met 
several goals and points to them with pride: 
a 168’ covered concrete firing line with 20 
firing positions; 10 electronically controlled 
turning pistol targets; 10 100-yard 
benchrest firing positions; 5 miscellaneous 
firing points for black powder shooters, rim- 
fire, and smallbore pistol shooters. The club 
enjoys a heated, air conditioned, and car- 
peted clubhouse, two buildings for target 
and equipment storage, and last but not 
least, an almost completed caretaker’s 
home. The caretaker’s home is to be avail- 
able to some couple or retiree who will keep 
the range in proper order in exchange for a 
place to make his home. A view of the line. 

The club hosts registered pistol matches, 
100-yard benchrest matches, and various 
other pistol and rifle matches during the 
course of each season. To date, they have 
hosted over 2700 registered pistol matches 
alone. 

The club offers two types of member- 
ships, life and annual. Only one person en- 
joys life membership, Robert Jones, a local 
heavy equipment contractor who built the 
backstop some 200’ long and 30’ high. It 
was a labor intensive task and he never ac- 
cepted a penny.

Bill shot a 6PPC, Stolle Panda action, Hart bar- 
rel, Lyman-Siebert 32X scope, 28.5 grains of GI322 with 68 grain Wirthlin bullets, and 
Federal primers. Joe Wagner was the gunsmith, and Bill did his own stock work. 
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HAROLD WOLF, of Sacramento, California 
shot an .092 group at Visalia, California on 
February 18th, in the light varmint class. He 
shot a 6PPC, Teddy action, H-S Precision 
barrel, Leupold-Siebert 30X scope, 27.0 
grains of T-322 with lwatsubo 68 grain bul- 
lets and Federal primers. Stu Harvey was 
the smith, and Lee Six the stocker. 


STU HARVEY, of Sacramento, California, 
also at Visalia on February 19th, in the 
heavy varmint class shot an .093 group 
while on his way to a grand agg win. He was 
shooting a 102 pound rifle in 6 SSBR cham- 
bering (the Remington 6BR shortened to 
about 6PPC capacity).

The gun was a 
6PPC, sleeved 722 action, Wiseman barrel, 
Lyman-Siebert 35X scope, 28.0 grains of 
GI322 with 68 grain Estes bullets, and Fed- 
eral primers.

Smith. 


STAN GRUBE, of Lititz, Pa. also decided to 
do things the hard way... at 1,000 yard... 
a real nice 6.562 group (of 10 shots) at Wil- 
liamsport, on June 25th. He shot a .308 
Super, Remington 40X action, Hart barrel, 
B&L 36X scope, a lot of 4831 powder be- 
hind Sierra 220 grain Matchking bullets and 
Federal 215 primers. Gene Graybill was the 
gunsmith. The application tells us, tongue in 
cheek, that Lowell Amand was the “techni- 
cal consultant” . . . but does not make clear 
if he was the consultant for the group . . . or 
the gun.

He shot a 6PPC, 
Hart 1A action, Hart barrel, B&L 36X scope, 
28.0 grains of GI322 with Rubright 65 grain 
bullets and Federal primers. Jim did both the 
gunsmithing and stock ing himself. 


SKIP OTTO, of Grand Junction, Colorado 
shot an .089 group at Visalia, in the sporter 
class at 100 yards on January 7th, an ac- 
complishment that so un-nerved him ... 
that he gave us no equipment details at 
all. 


A RELOADING 
PUZZLE 


Recently | experienced something with 
my 6 TCU light varmint rifle that even the ex- 
perts at Sierra have been unable to explain. 
After fire forming 20 cases (new Winchester 
brass) with 25.0 grains of T322 and 70 grain 
Sierra hollow point boat tail bullets . . . | then 
reloaded ... 10 cases with 27.0 grains of 
T322 and the 70 grain HPBT ... and the 
other 10 cases WITH THE SAME POW- 
DER LOAD, while changing the bullet to the 
60 grain Sierra HP. The ones with the 70 
grain bullets were hot ... but the bolt 
opened and closed in normal fashion. The 
loads with the 60 grain bullet were another 
story entirely . . .a rawhide mallet had to be 
used to open, and retract the bolt. 

As far as | can determine with my Emco 
mic, all the loaded rounds had the same out- 
side neck diameter of just .0005 below the 
chamber diameter. And yes, | fired more 
than one of those “hot 60s” .. . to be sure 
that | wasn’t dealing with just one freakish 
round. Does anyone have an explanation? 
(Editor: | gather that you used the same 
seating die setting for both bullet loadings. 
Presuming a difference in ogives, there is a 
fairly decent chance that you were “jump- 
ing” one load, and were in the lands with the 
other load ... depending on whefe you 
were initially setting your seating depth, of 
course. This may have had a bearing on the 
matter, although hardly conclusive). 

My Sinclair concentricity tool taught me a 
few loading lessons. Using the 6BR, 6TCU, 
and 6PPC ... and Bonanza, Bob Pease, 
Jones, and Wilson dies . . . | found that... 
unless the case neck is concentric after it is 
resized ... the loaded round will have the 
same error, regardless of the seating die 
used. With my particular equipment | found 
the following results: Bonanza BR dies av- 
eraged .006 runout, after full length 
resizing. Bob Pease’s floating neck sizer 
gave me .0025 results, while the Jones, and 
Wilson hand dies average .0015 neck 
runout. 

Using the corresponding seating dies for 
the above did not correct the runout, even 
after an attempt for perfection with four 
seating strokes, each 90° apart, per round. 
Those few times where | was able to get a 


zero runout reading on the bullet, moving 
the indicator to the neck will invariably turn 
up the original runout reading of the neck. 
And, on those very few occasions where a 
case would come through with a zero 
runout on the neck . . . the loaded round will 
almost always be a zero runout also. 

With my particular rifles with fitted cham- 
bers, the most surprising result from all the 
above was ... the grouping ability did not 
change . . . whether | inter-mixed rounds of 
different runouts ... or when | segregated 
rounds of equal runouts. | just could not de- 
tect a meaningful trend with my rifle experi- 
ments in this area. There were times when | 
would shoot a tighter group with .006 
runout cases than my next group, done with 
.001 runout cases. Overall, | have to con- 
fess that | did not make any improvement in 
my groups by my use of the concentricity 
tool. 

I can only attempt to rationalize this. My 
rifles have fitted chambers. Is it possible 
that all reasonable errors in the dimensions 
of the loaded rounds are cancelled out in the 
fitted chamber?

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OF ROOKIES... 


AND WINNING... 


By telling everyone that you're a “rookie”, 
you open the doors for a massive influx of in- 
formation. We can then take this informa- 
tion... and use it .. . keep it . . . change it 
... Or reject it. 

When you're a rookie, you rarely get to 
throw a scare into the veteran shooters . . . 
let alone the Big Boys . . . or the Heavy Hit- 
ters of the match circuit. But someday when 
you've (accidentally) put together a couple 
of good groups, back to back ... and you 
see a veteran shooter doing some mental 
calculations on your agg as the targets 
hang on the wailing wall . . . it’s a victory. 
Maybe only a brief, fleeting moment in Cam- 
elot ... but still .. . a victory. 

A rookie can go up to the firing line with- 
out primers in his cases, powder in his cases 
. .. Without his bolt... maybe even without 
his gun. When he remembers all those 
things . . . for an entire day . . . that’s anoth- 
er victory. When you're a rookie you've got 
to be able to recognize your little victories 
... Of all types. You need the encourage- 
ment that will come from them! 

The relay that a rookie draws is always 
the worst relay. It’s the one that has snow, 
rain, sleet, mirage, bugs, falling trees, and 
the dress rehearsal for The End Of The 
World. (Editor: Francis Cuppola filmed the 
movie “Apocalypse Now” during a relay 
that | shot on, a few years ago). If the rookie 
survives his relay .. . | mean merely being 
able to walk off the firing line under his own 
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power ... not having to be carried off... 
that’s another victory. 

The rookie always draws a bench that is 
just not right (at least, for him). It’s too high, 
tips forward, and leans to the left. If you ever 
fire four good record shots (unlikely, we 
admit), as you try to get ready for your fifth 
shot, you will find that your bench sits direct- 
ly on top of a fault line . . . a major fault line. 
Look, if your fifth shot merely doubles your 
group size . .. hey, you’ve won again! 

The rookie’s equipment is untried and un- 
proven. Barrel makers, action makers, 
scope makers, bullet makers ... they all 
foist off their job-that-went-bad to the rook- 
ie shooter. Don’t believe me? Think I’m par- 
anoid? Schizophrenic? Take a close look at 
the stuff you bought, as a rookie. In confi- 
dence . . . what you’re looking for is a small 
letter “R” stamped somewhere thereon, in 
an inconspicuous place. When you findit. . . 
the guy will try to tell you that it means you 
got a “Really good one”. Nonsense ... it 
means “Reject”. Or maybe “Rookie; sell to”. 
It’s one or the other, I’m sure. Heck, | even 
found a small “R” on the handle of my raw- 
hide mallet . . . just before it broke. Heck, we 
rookie shooters keep the benchrest econo- 
my going. Everything those guys sell us 
breaks as soon as we use it, so we have to 
buy another one immediately. Eventually 
you wise up, and you pay a veteran shooter 
a ten per cent commission to buy your accu- 
racy stuff for you. It’s the only way you'll 
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ever stop getting all your stuff with little “R”s 
stamped on it. (Editor: where do they stamp 
it on your scopes? Not on the main lens, | 
hope). Eventually you'll get all the way 
through a match without anything (impor- 
tant) breaking. That’s a victory! 

The rookie’s first trip to a new range is 
usually good for 100 miles and four hours 
(average) of “lost time”. You've probably 
put off buying the novel “Lost In Space” be- 
cause you thought it was a science-fiction 
novel. Buy it . . . it’s the story of a guy trying 
to find the Council Cup Range. When we do 
arrive (finally) at the match site, (around 3:00 
am), and run over a few small tents (from 
whence came the sounds of snoring. . . BE- 
FORE you ran over them) while looking for a 
parking spot for your 1951 Studebaker . . . 
and you wake up half the place when your 
Studebaker backfires when you turn off the 
ignition key . . . well, once the group hears 
that you are planning to go to yet another 
rifle match, after this one ... you will be 
given maps, directions, advice, emergency 
phone numbers, whatever. All in the inter- 
ests of making sure that there are no more 
3:00 am arrivals from you and your yellow 
1951 Studebaker. Look at all the new ac- 
quaintances you’ve made (note that we did 
not say “friends” . . . we said “acquaintanc- 
es”). That’s another victory! 

After arriving at 3:00 am, naturally you'll 
be tired, and less than really alert when they 
call “commence fire”. The exact sort of con- 
ditions that are conducive to cross firing. 
Any relay on which you do not crossfire . . . 
that’s another victory. 

We rookies don’t have to confess that we 
are what we are (Editor: it’s either a Casey 
Stengel or a Yogi Berra quotation, I’m sure). 
We don’t have to wear orange hats, striped 
coats, or carry red balloons to identify our- 
selves as rookies to the rest of the shooters. 
(Editor: what a hell of a good idea. Is it too 
late to get it into a motion for the Winter 
Meeting?). Just by being ourselves; doing 
what we do, the way we doit. . . tells every- 
one that we are. . . rookies. We are what we 
are. If we ever have a “real” victory... you 
know, shoot a small group, win a yardage, 
win an aggregate, a multi-gun award, a top 
twenty patch . . . do not think ill of us if we 
burst into tears, scream hysterically, dance, 
hallucinate, levitate . .. whatever. This bit of 
casuually accepting trophies, while looking 
modest, and saying humble things (“I owe it 
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all to mother”) may be old hat to you. . . but 
it’s new ground to us. Be kind, think of all we 
had to do. . . all we had to suffer . . . all we 
had to spend. . . toget to this point. Surely a 
bit of a celebration . . . up to and including 
making a complete idiot out of ourselves. . . 
can be understood. (We didn’t say “forgiv- 
en” ... we just said “understood”.) 

We rookies are necessary for the perpet- 
uation of the game. (Editor: is perpetuation 
anything like cross-pollination?) We can be 
fun to watch. Who of us has not watched a 
brand new shooter with his finger caught in 
the rack-and-pinion of his arbor press .. . 
without, at least ... interest? We lose 
gracefully. We lose often. We are always 
among the first to enter the cash options. 
We buy all sorts of stuff when we are at 
benchrest matches. We carry goodly 
amounts of folding money when we go to 
see our gunsmiths, or our equipment suppli- 
ers. 

Every time that a rookie does well, feel 
some pride, man! You are a witness to a tri- 
umph of not only the individual . . . but of The 
System. It works. Sooner or later he evolves 
... and leaves the rookie ranks. . . to be re- 
placed by yet another red cheeked young 
tyro, a babe in the woods of accuracy ... 
just bursting with high resolve, good inten- 
tions, and a fierce determination to Do Well. 
At the match next Saturday . . . when rook- 
ies are. . . crossfiring ... DNQing . . . blow- 
ing up powder measures with careless 
smoking. . . hitting themselves in the thumb 
with rawhide mallets . . . getting their yellow 
Studebaker stuck (up to the axles) on the 
only approach road to the range. . . tripping 
in the loading area, and falling headfirst onto 
your loading table (jeez . . . did | bend your 
scope, or has it always been that way?).. . 
Spilling their soda into your (open) powder 
measure ... asking you “how much time 
left?” as you squeeze off your final shot . . . 
having their cute little puppy answer a call of 
nature on your sandbags (what did ya have 
‘em on the ground for, anyway?) . . . what- 
ever .. . remember, friend . . . they are part 
of the Cycle. We need them. Soon the drab 
moth will be gone . . . and a beautiful butter- 
fly will brighten our days. 

Now . . .can we get a dozen or so guys to 
pitch in. . . and see if we can push that con- 
founded yellow Studebaker out of the mud 
on the approach road. Got any boots, fella? 
If so, wear ’em. This ain’t gonna be any pic- 
nic. Who’s the owner? Some rookie. . . he’s 
trapped inside the car at the moment. No, 
we can’t leave him there . . . he’s blocking 
the only road in or out. Now comeon. . . and 
bring your boots. Damn rookies . . .

Dear Dave 

I’ve been a subscriber to PS for about 3 or 
4 years now, and | do enjoy your articles, 
even though | am not a benchrest shooter. 
However here at Schwartz Custom Guns, 
we build mostly match rifles . . . 95 percent 
of these are Schuetzen rifles. It is nice to 
know that there are other, kindred fields to 
get into if | ever tire of this one. 

In the May issue, on page 30, you printed 
some targets of a fellow who was obviously 
just getting started in cast bullet shooting. 
That unknown shooter is someone that a lot 
of us (older now, hopefully wiser, and cer- 
tainly more experienced) can identify with 
. .. because most of us had a whole hatfull 
of problems to sort out when we first started 
in the serious-accuracy game. And if you’re 
talking about the cast bullet sector of that 
game .. . you’re not talking about the easy 
way of doing it. Most of us read .. . some- 
where or other . . . about “saving money by 
casting your own bullets” . . . and “the fun 
you can have doing it” . . . and “working up 
load development” . . . and that sort of ro- 
mantic fluff. Pour another glass of chablis 
... think more about it . . . and before you 
knew it... you found yourself thinking . . . 
maybe | ought to try that ... a smart, re- 
sourceful fellow like me could probably 
make his mark in a field like this. Yes indeed. 
And somewhere the Fates are laughing . . . 
hooked another one, we did. The old “save 
money by casting your own bullets” line of 
appeal. By the time that you get the casting 
furnace, molds (and more molds), special 
lead, twelve different lubes, specialty books 
. ..and heaven only knows whatelse. . .my 
son, if “saving money’ is still in your hot but- 
ton... | suggest that you not run an adding 
machine tape on your expenditures. 

And just when you’re starting to make 
some progress, the guy on the next bench 
cleans your clock with a custom barrel .. . 
so ... naturally you gotta have a custom 
barrel, like him ... right? More progress, 
with your new custom barrel . .. until you 
determine that what you really need is a cus- 
tom action. Mind you, this is all with that 
poor joker who started to cast bullets to 
“save money”. Probably, at this stage of 
things, he has spent enough money to have 
purchased a .30 caliber water-cooled 
Browning maching gun, and a good-sized 
warehouse full of ammunition for it. But our 
hero here is happy . . . he’s convinced that 
he’s saving money by “casting his own” .. . 
even though, prior to trying this particular 
madness, he never shot over a hundred 
rounds a year. 


The benchrest shooters have it easy .. . 
they can buy superior bullets from a score of 
fine custom bullet makers. For us, well plan 
on 2 or 3 years before you begin to get a bit 
of ahandle on how to cast a good bullet. Or, 
like me, buy your own bullet swages. | have 
SAS Mitey Mite equipment from the ’60s. | 
got interested in the Schuetzen game a cou- 
ple of years before Coors sponsored their 
first match, in 1982, and I’ve been at it ever 
since. | feel honestly that it took me close to 
five years to cast really good bullets . . . and 
| suspect that I’ve got a lot more to learn yet 
in this field (unfortunately). 

On to the point of the letter. (Editor: no 
need to, if you don’t want to. Many of our let-. 
ters have no discernible point to them). En- 
closed is a copy of a 200 yard target, fired 
from benchrest position, at the Coors Re- 
gional match at Eau Clair, Wisconsin a cou- 
ple of weeks ago. The target was fired by 
Dave Maurer with his Winchester hi-wall, 
Douglas barrel, 1-14 twist, chambered for 
the .30 Schwartz cartridge. The load was 
11.7 grains of WW296, with a 205 grain bul- 
let, and the Federal 150 LP primer. The first 
five shots went into the top group; at this 
point David thought that the group was 
forming a little too close to the top edge of 
the target, and made an (unfortunate) sight 
change. Oops... . that’s the shot out at 8:00 
o'clock on the 24 ring. David corrected the 
wrong sight change, and fired his final four 
shots into the bottom group of shots inside 
the 25 ring. One has to wonder what would 
have turned out if he had not made that sight 
change . . . because that gun was certainly 
grouping well that day! The rifle was shot 
with breech seated ammo. To the best of 
my knowledge no one has yet tried his .30 
Schwartz with fixed ammo. My reamer for 
this wildcat is set up with a tight neck, so 
brass has to be turned. It’s just that they 
shoot so well with breech seating, no one 
has yet tried fixed ammo! 

| have some other targets that might be of 
interest to you. All were fired in formal com- 
petition, with my Hock actioned rifle.

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Dave, 

My dear ole Dad advised me once upon a 
time that if | ever had a problem that seemed 
difficult to solve that a cure might be hard to 
come up with because | might be too close 
to the problem and because | wasn’t looking 
from the right angle. 

Now it appears to me, from the outside 
looking in, that you folks in this table shootin 
game got a problem and it just might be that 
you're a mite close to maybe see what the 
cure is. | was eyein’ Mr. Jourdans’ sayso in 
the May ’89 issue of Precision Shooting and 
it seems to me that this fellow has his head 
screwed on in the right direction. I’ve been 
readin this journal quite some time now and 
you folks talk about bringing new blood into 
the game but from what I’ve read ya'll ain't 
having much luck. I’d like to put my dime in 
the pot if | might. 

Let me advise you right here that | ain't no 
table shooter. I’m familiar with what you 
guys strive for however and I’m well aware 
that you fellows have had much to do with 
advancements in rifle, cartridge, and accu- 
racy developments. | don’t intend to take a 
thing away from you. 

I’m acompetitive high power shooter and 
would like to inform you folks how our game 
works for those of you what don’t already 
know. The first requirement for a new 
shooter wanting to compete is that that indi- 
vidual be a member in good standing with 
the NRA. The way these “birds” in Con- 
gress today are thinking towards firearms 
control instead of criminal control, shooters 
cannot afford NOT to belong to the NRA. 
(Don’t get me started on politics — that’s 
another story). When a new shooter comes 
to amatch and doesn’t have a classification 
then they must compete in the Master Class 
for award purposes. They are issued a 
Temporary Score Card and the score he 
fires for record across the NMC (National 
Match Course) establishes the class that 
this shooter will compete in at the next 
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match. After a certain number of rounds 
fired for record, the scores are sent in to the 
NRA and the new shooter will be issued a 
classification card. New classifications are 
rendered when a shooter fires scores above 
his classification and this is tabulated with 
his last 240 rounds for record. The five clas- 
sifications are High Master, Master, Expert, 
Sharpshooter, and Marksman. 

It seems to me that you folks need to sit 
down with a keg of beer (Bud Lite) and initi- 
ate a few changes. Mr. Jourdan asks the 
question, “What would be wrong with 
Bench Shooter establishing their class 
through match averages?” Well I’m asking 
the same thing — why not? You don’t reck- 
on the older shooters are afraid to do this do 
you? Surely not! 

I’m gonna tell you what | believe is a major 
problem as to why not? But to do so|’ve got 
to let you do something that a lot of folks just 
don’t like to do — you’ve got to take a gan- 
der down into the depths of my inner being. 
I’m one who hates change worse than the 
devil hates holy water. | hate change just for 
the sake of changing or just to “keep up with 
ole Jonesy”. But I’m old enough to realize 
that sometimes a change is just prudent 
reasoning. Here I’ve gotta tell a story. (It’s 
OK, ladies — it ain’t too bad). Seems that 
Pappa Bull and Jr. Bull were up on a hillside 
one day grazing on lush green grass when 
Jr. Bull runs over to Pappa Bull and states, 
“Pappa how about us running down this hill 
and getting us one of them fine cows down 
there?” Pappa Bull looked around very ca- 
sually, still chewing upon his cud and told Jr. 
Bull, “Son, why don’t we just amble on 
down there real slow-like and then we can 
get em all!” Now that to my way of thinking 
is a prudent change. 

| grew up as a teenager shooting the M1 
Garand. When | made the Army Rifle Team | 
wasn’t shootin a strange weapon. There 
ain’t no telling how many rounds | had run 
through this old War Horse before | said “I 
do” to Uncle Sam! | shot some good scores 
with it on the old 5V target and before | got 
off the team | had learned how to “putit on”, 
so to speak. | didn’t get back into highpower 
until 24 years later and when | started 
shootin again | went back with the M1. | did- 
n’t want to change — | didn’t like the looks 
of the M1A or M14. | knew that the .308 was 
more accurate than the 30/06 and | finally 
broke down and purchased an M1A. I’m 
glad | did because I’ve shot some mighty 
fine scores with it and went Distinguished 
shooting it shortly after | started using it. But 
| resisted the change for a while — even 
though I’m hard headed, | ain’t stupid! 

Without a doubt I’d venture to say that 


when it comes to picking up new shooters 
that the clinics that we hold are responsible 
for 95% of those picked up. Bench Rest 
folks may already be holding seminars but if 
you ain’t, then this deserves to be “eye- 
balled”. | don’t try to convert anyone over to 
this game but if a shooter seems interested 
and asks me for help then I'll go out of my 
way to offer assistance. If there’s one thing 
that politicians understand it’s numbers and 
the more of us there are the better off we 
are! 

As far as I’m concerned there is no place 
in the world of shooting for petty politics or 
jealousy. We must all be forever willing to 
share with others our experience and 
knowledge. As shooters we must change 
the way that we’ve been thinking along the 
lines of enhancing and building up our 
shooting sports.

fair play. The local club must 

establish their own eligibility 
rules — we cannot and do not 
wish to dictate policy to local 
clubs - operate within your 
bylaws as to membership /eli- 
gibility. 

Make-up matches are a 
sticky wicket, possibly a time 
bomb. In the distant past, the 
rule on this was: If you had 
less than 10 shooters on the 
line, "make-up" scores were 
acceptable; 10 or more shoot- 
ers, you had five chances to 
"shore up the walls" — don't 
use make-up scores. I like this, 
as it gives the smaller clubs a 
chance if one of their top shoot- 
ersis unable to attendamatch. 
I suggest that these "make- 
up" scores be used only with 
approval (at least acceptance) 
of all your TCL participants, 
as using these could be divi- 
sive. Further, I recommend 
that they be shot prior to your 
regular match, and in the 
company of at least one club 
official. 


Being a postal league, the 
TCL operates on the honor 
system, thus the league direc- 
tor has little control over pos- 
sible cheating; be honest - 
play fair. Actions which will 
not be tolerated: re-shooting; 
"carrying over" scores, i.e. 
using a 246 (which was too 
low to qualify last month) to 
replace a lower score this 
month; one shooter firing more

| would like to give you a short Match Re- 
port of the “Arena - Cup” - Matches that 
took place at the French Riviera (Frejus) in 
France on March 17 - 19, 1989. 

A total of 43 shooters gathered for a most 
interesting Heavy Varmint 100 Meter + 200 


Meter + 300 Meter event at the Cote 
d’Azure the 17 March, 1989. 

The participants from Austria, France, 
Italy, Monaco, USA and West Germany 
found overcast skies with light, but rapidly 
switching winds for all 3 days, and the tem- 
peratures stayed in a comfortable 70°.

During the 100 Meter stage, Toni NEGRI, 
Italy ran away from the rest of the pack and 
took the title with .2379 MOA ahead of 
Peter HAMMERICH, West Germany .2735 
MOA and George SEDAT, France .2776 
MOA. Small Group went to Fletcher WIL- 
LIAMS (did anyone ever hear this name’), 
USA with a 3,80 mm = .150”. 

At the 200 Meter stage the Austrian 
Herwig FALK started his attack and took 
the win with .2659 MOA in front of Peter 
HAMMERICH .2750 MOA and Barthelemy 
(Mimi) CAUVIN, France with .2830 MOA. 
The Grand Agg 100 M. + 200 M. was taken 
by Peter HAMMERICH via his 2 second 
places with .2743 MOA followed by Herwig 
FALK .2854 MOA and Mimi CAUVIN .2896. 
CAUVIN also shot the Small Group with 
6,94 mm = .273”. 

The 300 Meters were dominated by 
Pierre HOLZACKER, France with .3439 . 
MOA and Herve DUPLESSIS, France, 
.3777 MOA. 3rd place went to Giuseppe VI- 
GNOLA, Italy with .3865 MOA. Small Group 
was Christian BALAGNA, France with 
14,43 mm = .568”. 

The Grand Agg 200 + 300 Meter went to 
Ekkebard WIDMANN, Austria with .3450 
MOA; 2nd was Herwig FALK, .3473 MOA, 
3rd was Fletcher WILLIAMS, .3664 MOA. 

When it came to the “Big Trophy”, which 
is given for the combination of all 3 distanc- 
es, Herwig FALK was slightly in front (.3331 
MOA) of Toni NEGRI (.3353 MOA) and 
Ekkebard WIDMANN (.3423 MOA). The 
smaller trophies for the places 4 - 8 went to 
Fletcher WILLIAMS, Peter HAMMERICH, 
Gilbert SCORSOLIO, Herve DUPLESSIS 
and Pierre HOLZACKER (in this order).
